Italian 


immigrants, was a g.vgetter pro- 
duce handler in San Francisco who, 
because of the inertia

•"•founded his own house 
— 
the 


Bank of Italy, to specifically serve 
a class the uptown bankers 
had 
forgotten. 
. Giannini advertised. He solicited 
installment paper, and 
otherwise 


hustled in what 
San 
Francisco 


considered to be a most unbanker- 
like fashion. But the Bank of Italy 
took over one competitor 
after 
another, 
spread 
through 
all 


California — and 
changed 
its 


name to Bank of America. 
A. P. Giannini died yesterday at 


:<<g79. Since 1946 his Bank of America 


had been the world's largest. 


The little people, of California, 
and later of all America, 
made 


Giannini and the Bank of America. 
And many years ago, of course, 
the conventional banking trade had 
recognized Giannini for what 
he 


was — a genius, re-dcclan'ng 
in 
his own day that true banks aren't 
museum pieces but artillery out 
on the firing line of 
trade 
and 
commerce. 


Giannini's life was published in 
^one of the national magazines a 
o couple of years ago. It should be 


required reading for every young 
American.

The administration bill is sched- 
uled to come up for senate debate 
Monday. It would repeal the T-H 
act and re-enact the old Wagner 
law with a few changes endorsed 
by Mr. Truman. 


The only rival bill at this point 


is a substitute sponsored by GOP 
Senators Taft (Ohio), Donnell (Mot 
and Smith (NJ). It would make 
more than a score of changes 
in 


the T-H law, but

what Taft calls its basic principles.

Some Optimism 
as Ministers 
Again Meet 


By the Associated Press 
Restricted optimism prevailed in 
Paris today as Russian -and West- 
ern foreign ministers sat down for 
their second day of private talks 
on the Berlin problem. 


U.S. Scretary 
of 
State 
Dean 
Acheson has i.ivited Andrei Vishin- 
sky, Soviet foreign ministers, to 
dine with him tonight. He will be 
Acheson's only official guest. The 
representatives of the two major 
powers will continue their talks 
over the dinner table in the hope 
of finding a way for East arid West 
to cool off tension in Germany."" . 


Both sides apparently hold to a 
sincere belief that a solution can 
be found. There is a news black- 
out during these meetings. All four 
foreign ministers are pledged to 
secrecy. However, observers say 
the talus revolve around attempts 
to persuade Russia 
to 
restrict 


veto powers. Another problem the 
four ministers are believed to be 
discussing is how a single Berlin 
administration can function without 
harming tho interests of the four 
occupying powei's. 


In Moscow, the newspaper Prav- 
da charged that the four power 
meeting in Paris is tymied by re- 
fusal of the Western Allies to ad- 
here to the Potsdam agreement of 
1943. The newspaper said the West 
is anxious to partition Germany 
\yhile "every one knows" that Rus- 
sia .works for a united Germany. 


From Nanking, the Communist- 
held former capital of Nationalist 
China, 
came 
estimates 
of 
the 


strength of warring armies. The 
Chinese C o m m u n i s t s armies 
marching south were said to num- 
ber 600,000 men. Their main ob- 
jective now is to seize Canton, the 
refugee capital of the Nationalists. 
Nanking reports said the National- 
ists had 300,000 men defending in 
the south and another 250,000 de- 
fending the approaches to Chung- 
king. This wartime capital may be- 
come the Nationalist capital again, 
if Canton falls.
